Wycombe must have been 
dazed with the injustice, for they 
had looked well capable of 


scoring, 
Ashford went ahead in the 
15th minute when Wycomhe 


goalkeeper Ken Brown stayed on 
his line instead of coming out, 
Ron Clayton nipped in to chip 
the ball to Joe White, who 
headed into the roof of the net. 

Then came the double knock- 
out. Clayton flicked in Gordon 
Burden’s low cross and only 


seconds later John Shepherd 
crashed home a drive from 50 
yards,
